This business is an outgrowth 
of a hobby garden, and from the day in 1932 that our first catalog was 
issued our business has increased each succeeding year and our loyal 
friends and customers have multiplied in number. ' 

The Golden Rule has been our guiding motive from the very beginning. 
We hope that the millions of plants we have grown and sent you in these 
25 years have given satisfaction and much pleasure to you who have 
grown them. This past winter we have spent considerable time reviewing 
the growth of the business and have gone through old files of thousands 
of compliments and encouraging letters from you, our friends, throughout 
the length and breadth of the land. We now have even a stronger desire 
to put forth our best to produce even more and better plants for your 
garden enjoyment. , 

The past season has been our largest in point of sales and also one of 
glorious fall bloom. We had seven uninterrupted sunshiny and warm 
weekends in the fall when our Mums were in bloom. This brought out 
over 40,000 visitors, and our fields were a fairyland of color for seven 
weeks. 

Some of the outstanding things in the older varieties this past season 
that performed well were Adorable, a luscious rose-pink and Evelyn 
Devaney, a clear shell-pink. Bronze Giant, Butterscotch, Mojave 
Gold and Muriel Rice—all had large flowers that stole the show. 
Crowning Glory, Old Lavender and Football Bronze were admired 
by nearly everyone. Early Crimson, with its sparkly mass of red, was a 
show-off. Early Kathleen and George Luxton gave us armloads of 
early cut flowers in bronze. Golden Fantasy, the new variety from the 
University of Minnesota, was the biggest novelty. Its masses of golden 
yellow flowers with its unique split and forked petal formation attracted 
much attention. Dr. Kraus’ new pompons and button pompons made a 
hit with everyone. Among these, Edna Rowley, Gold Button, Blanche 
Litwiller, Thurza Russell and Judy were wonderful. 

In our own breeding we concentrated on producing good early whites. 
With the introduction of Granny Lehman, White Sail, Early White, 
Julie B and Daisymum we now have all types in good, high-quality 
white flowers that will make a grand showing in fall gardens.

We believe our sure-to-bloom plants, grown from virgin cuttings, well established in 24-inch pots 
and sent to you with a ball of good soil about the roots, are the most practical and economical to buy. 
Our Mother plants are grown as nature intended them to be—given a rest period of two months. This 
insures much more vigorous offspring than plants grown by many who use the artificial method of keep- 
ing the plants growing the year around, which decreases vigor and encourages premature budding. Our 
plants make big, healthy, blooming specimens by early fall. Our Mum stock is carefully grown and rogued, 
true to name, and state inspected. We take pride in having Mum plants with clean, healthy foliage clear 
to the ground. We have hundreds of letters in our files from every state in the country telling us how well 
our plants have done in all sections, Many of these plants were shipped over 2000 miles and still did 


remarkably well. 


CULTURE 


Garden Mums are among the easiest of all hardy plants to grow. 
They will tolerate almost endless neglect and still survive and give 
some bloom. To have them at their best, give them good culture, a 
sunny location, a rich soil and do not Iet them suffer for want of 
moisture during the hot summer. 


Mums in the garden should be planted in an open, sunny location 
and should not be shaded by buildings, large shrubs or trees for 
more than three or four hours per day. Any fairly rich soil, be it 
sandy, clay or loam, that will grow other flowers and vegetables well, 
will also grow good Mums. There is no soil that Mums particularly 
favor; they will grow equally well in all. They love humus such as 
peat, leaf mold or barnyard manure. They will not thrive in a-hard- 
baked and cracked soil. Loosen it up with peat so the water will 
penetrate and not run off when applied. 


PLANTING 


Spring is by far the best planting season. The proper planting 
time is when the spring garden work is well under way and the heavy, 
ice-freezing frosts are past. Planting can begin about the time early 
tulips begin to bloom and can be continued until peonies are in 
bloom. Here in Southern Minnesota this would be from about late 
April until mid-June. Farther south this date would be advanced 
according to the climate. Young plants always give the best bloom, 
so we recommend that clumps that have wintered be divided in the 
spring to individual shoots when they have made 4 or 5 inches of 
growth. You will be surprised how rapidly these small shoots will 
aren and how much better bloom they will give you than old crowded 
clumps. 


SUMMER CARE 


Good culture during the summer, with regular loosening up of 
the soil about the plants to maintain a constant supply of moisture, 
to aerate the ground and to keep weeds from becoming established, 
is all that is necessary to grow good Mums. 


FERTILIZING 


Our Mums are grown in a black loam soil to which peat has been 
added. Inasmuch as peat is completely deficient in phosphate, we 
use bonemeal or superphosphate well worked into the soil before 
planting, at the rate of a small handful per plant. 

At planting time it is good practice to give your plants a head 
start by using one of the water-soluble fertilizers such as Ra-Pid-Gro, 
Plant Marvel, Hyponex or Instant Vigoro. Dissolve this fertilizer 
in water according to directions, and then make a saucer-like ring 
around each plant. Give each one a good soaking of about a gallon 
of this solution. This process can be repeated at one-month intervals 
during the summer for maximum growth. 

If you prefer to use a dry fertilizer in place of the liquid, one or two 
applications will be sufficient. Roughly, about a small handful of 
commercial fertilizer per plant at about one-month intervals is 
sufficient. The first application can be made in late July or early 
August. This highly concentrated fertilizer should not be used when 
the soil is dry, because foliage and root burn will result. Be sure 
that plenty of moisture is available at time of application. 
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WATERING 


The best way to water Mums is to make a saucer-like depression 
about the plant, lay the hose on the ground, and let the water run 
slowly. The following day the soil can be loosened up and leveled 
again. A thorough watering like this should be sufficient for a week 
or ten days, even during the hottest and driest weather. Sprinkling 
the plants from overhead should be discouraged, for that invites 
foliage diseases. By keeping the foliage of Mums as dry as possible, 
praying should not be necessary in order to grow a good crop of 

owers. 


PINCHING 


To have sturdy and well-branched plants it is advisable to pinch 
the terminal shoots once or twice during the season. This operation 
is done with the thumb and forefinger and consists of removing about 
14 inch of the soft growing tip of the main shoots. The first prmching 
should be done when the plants are about 6 inches tall, to induce 
lateral branches. When these lateral branches are 8 to 10 inches tall, 
their tips should be removed to induce more branches. Discontinue 
pinching by August 1, as the plants will soon be forming buds. The 
very early-blooming varieties should not be pinched after July 15. 


If your Mums are grown in partial shade or in extremely rich soil, 
they may grow very tall and spindly. To prevent this, one must use 
harsh treatment. We suggest using the pruning shears and cutting 
away the top half of the plant. This means that if your plants are 
2 feet tall you should cut them back to 1 foot. In the North, this 
treatment should not be done after July 15 and in the South not 
later than August 15; otherwise buds will be destroyed. You will be 
surprised how rapidly the plants will outgrow this cropping and how 
nicely they will flower. A well-pinched plant will not need staking or 
other support, since the growth will be strong and sturdy and will 
stand erect. 


BLOOMING TIME 


It has been definitely proved that Chrysanthemums are sensitive 
to light and that the length of day determines the blooming time for 
a given variety. Since Minnesota is quite far north, where naturally 
the fall days are shorter than farther south, a given variety will 
normally bloom 20 days earlier here than in Texas. We are located 
approximately 200 miles north of Chicago, and we know that the 
same variety will begin blooming for us four or five days sooner than 
in Chicago. From this we deduct that perhaps two days for every 
100 miles of latitude is about the average difference in blooming time. 


Temperature ts also a very important factor in the blooming time 
of Mums. For every day that the temperature is above 90 degrees 
during the bud-formation period (August and September) of garden 
Chrysanthemums, the blooming time will be retarded about one day. 
Hence when we have cool weather in fall, the Mums will bloom 
early and when we have hot weather the Mums will bloom Iate. 
Interesting, isn’t it? 


MUMS FOR YOUR WINDOW- BOX 


When the first light frosts of fall have made your window-boxes 
unsightly by killing the tender plants in them, you can enjoy the full 
glory of Mums. These dreary-looking window-boxes can be trans- 
formed into a fairyland of color for two or three weeks by simply 
transplanting Mums from your garden into them. Select low, com- 
pact plants in full bud and bloom, dig them carefully and plant 
directly in the box. 


SPRAYING 


In order to get the best from your Mums we recommend a simple 
spray or dusting program to keep your plants free from insects 
and disease. In gardens with a wide variety of plants that naturally 
harbor insects and diseases, Mums will need a little attention. 
Usually the dusts or sprays recommended for roses will control 
the major Mum troubles. We think three or four dustings or spray- 
ings at two-week intervals are sufficient to produce a good healthy 
crop of flowers. 

The most common insects attacking Mums are aphids, tarnished 
plant bugs, red spiders and leaf hoppers. The Iess common ones 
are foliar nematodes and grasshoppers. 

We have been very successful using a combination spray of Mala- 
thion, D.D.T. and Fermate at two-week intervals during the sum- 
mer. This combination will control all major insects and leaf spots. 
We use the following concentrations: 

1 tbsp. 25% wettable Malathion to 1 gal. of water 
2 tbsp. 50% wettable D.D.T. to 1 gal. of water 

1 tbsp. Fermate to 1 gal. of water 

1 tsp. Dreft to 1 gal. of water for spreader 


Foliar nematode is an extremely small insect that lives within the 
leaf tissue of Mums and causes the foliage to turn brown from the 
bottom of the plant upward; in severe cases all the foliage will be 
browned, leaving the naked flowers on the stems. In areas where the 
foliar nematode is troublesome, we recommend spraying with 15% 
wettable Parathion at the rate of one tablespoonful to a gallon of 
water. Although the Parathion is very toxic and somewhat danger- 
ous, it 1s safe 1f used according to directions and with caution. 

In areas where grasshoppers are troublesome, we recommend 
using a 45% wettable Chlordane at the rate of 2 tablespoonfuls to a 
gallon of water. This will also control ants and cutworms. 

If you cannot secure good sprays from your local dealer, we are in 
a position to supply you with the followmg:

and Fermate or Captan, at the following prices:

Lb. $1.75 (a season’s supply for 100 plants) 


Parathion 15% Wettable. Lb. $1.75. 
D.D.T. 50% Wettable. Lb. $1.25. 
Fermate. /4Ib. $1.25. 

Chlordane 45% Emulsion. ‘pt. $1.50. 


WINTER PROTECTION 


The purpose of winter protection is probably more to keep the 
cold in the ground than to keep it out. A favorable location, one 
which does not allow ice and water to stand over the plants, is very 
necessary. It is the alternate thawing and freezing that does the 
winter damage to garden Mums. After the tops have been killed by 
frost, the stems should be cut off 2 to 3 inches above the crown and 
burned to prevent the spread of foliage disease. We have found that 
any light, porous material that will remain more or less dry during 
the winter is ideal for covering. Excelsior, evergreen boughs, marsh 
hay, and cornstalks are very good if applied after the ground is 
slightly frozen. Leaves applied and kept dry with a waterproof 
covering will also make very fine covering.

GROWING LATE-BLOOMING VARIETIES 
IN THE NORTH 


In the far North it is almost impossible to grow and flower the 
late-blooming kinds in the garden, because heavy October frosts 
usually spoil the buds. These varieties can easily be enjoyed in 
the North by digging them up just before hard frosts and planting 
them in a box or large flower pot. If they are shaded a few days 
and watered freely, they can be brought into the house or enclosed 
porch and will be in full bloom for a month or more. Mums are about 
the only plants we are familiar with, that can be dug from the garden 
in full bud and bloom, and brought into the house without any 
noticeable check in growth. 


If you find that the color combination of the garden should be 
changed at blooming time, or you would like a plant in another loca- 
tion, just dig it up carefully, leaving as much soil about the roots as 
possible, and transfer it to the desired location. It will keep right on 
growing if water Is applied freely. Or, try growing some plants in the 
vegetable or service garden during the summer. In the fall they can 
be transplanted to spots left vacant by early annuals. 


THE ABC'S OF MUM CULTURE 


A — Appleblossom-time is the beginning of Mum planting time. 

B — Buy “Better-Grown and Sure-to-Bloom” plants. 

C — Close planting will make spindly plants. Give them 18 inches 
each way. 

D — D.D.T. dust or spray will keep bugs off. 

E — Early varieties give the most and best bloom in the North. 

F — Foltar nematode can be controlled with Parathion. 

G — Give your Mums plenty of water during the summer. 

H — Hoe around the plants regularly to aerate the soil and keep 


weeds down.

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Our Fall Mum Show 


“The Mums are blooming” has become a long-awaited and 
familiar greeting to thousands of Mum-lovers here m Minnesota 
and throughout the United States. When the days cool down and 
the leaves begin to turn, thousands of people all over the country 
take their scheduled trip to Faribault to see the Mums in all their 
glory. They are never disappointed, for each year many new va- 
rieties have been perfected and placed on display. This year “the 
Mums were blooming”’ from September 14 to November 2, and 40,000 
people joined us in enjoying this feast of flowers which is set up and 
maintained entirely for your pleasure and at no cost to you. 

Here at The Lehman Gardens in Southern Minnesota you can 
see 100,000 Mum plants in our large, unprotected fields. During 
the late fall these fields are transformed into ribbons of colors 
and are a magnificent sight. However, it Is not every year that 
we are favored with a late fall. To beat the elements, we have 
constructed ten very large beds in which we grow five plants each 
of over 500 varieties. These beds are protected and maintained 
through the entire show. Here you can see all varieties blooming 
side by side and can check heights, blooming dates, ete. Our very 
first varieties begin to bloom about mid-August. By mid-Septem- 
ber a great many of the earlier kinds are in full bloom. Between 
September 25 and October 10 is usually when the flowers are at their 
best. We suggest that you come at the time you would want your 
Mums in full bloom and check the varieties that are in full bloom 
at that time. Also in these outdoor beds are many of our seedlings— 
the Mums of Tomorrow—in different stages of selection. Each 


variety that is selected from a planting of seedlings is grown and 
tested for four or five seasons to be sure it is worthy of naming and 
introduction. 


In case of bad weather (and we have it in Minnesota), we matin- 
tain a bounteous display of Mums in our five greenhouses.. The 
first two greenhouses are replete with rows of tables running the 
full Iength of the buildings. On these are displayed thousands 
and thousands of beautiful Mum plants in every conceivable color. 
A sign advising “Don’t Miss This!’ directs one to the third green- 
house. Here, indeed, is a breathtaking sight! The entire greenhouse 
has been transformed into an outdoor living room. A graveled path 
winds its way around a pool with sprays of bubbling water and 
floating Mum blossoms, past huge beds of Mums of all colors to 
the east entrance where tall cornstalks surrounded with pumpkin 
give a festive autumn air to the scene. Placed at intervals along 
the garden path are gaily striped canvas-covered love seats where 
one may relax and enjoy the beauty of the place. Nearly 3000 
Mums have been planted on the three levels. The effect is startling, 
for great care has been exercised in the blending of harmonizing 
colors. All varieties are labeled, and many folks come each fall to 
pick out their varieties for the next season. 


No matter the day or the weather—any time between September 
15 and November 1 is the time to come to see the Mums. The display 
is maintained entirely for your pleasure, and we hope you, too, can 
come when “‘the Mums are blooming.”

CLEMATIS 


Since the introduction of the large-flowered hybrid varieties from 
Europe, the Clematis is rapidly becoming one of the leading vines in 
America. These new hybrids have spectacular flowers and glorious 
colors. Most of them are practically everblooming. They can be 
grown on trellises, arbors or posts, or can be left to ramble over an 
old stump or rock wall. 


We find that an east or south exposure is best. They prefer a rich 
soil and can take a lot of water, provided the drainage is perfect. 
There are no insects or diseases that trouble Clematis in the North. 
They are perfectly hardy and make excellent cut flowers. Planting 
can be done in the spring. The plants we send out are one year old, 
pot grown, and should be planted 3 to 4 inches deeper than they were 
in the pot. This is important, and perhaps the reason for many 
failures with Clematis is too shallow planting. Our collection now 
consists of over 50 varieties, and we are herewith listing some of the 
most spectacular and easy-to-grow kinds.
